Coldwater aide Ed 
ward K. Nellor made it official 
today. 


The Republican delegates will

Cow Palace late today. 


Coldwater meanwhile pledged 
himself to wage “a vigorous 
campaign” 
against 
President 
Johnson before the November 
election. He promised to con­ 
duct his 
fight for the W'hite 
House in issues, not personalities 
and said he expected Johnson 
to do the same. 


Gov. William W. Scranton of 
Pennsylvania, Goldwater’s only 
active competitor, was waiting 
outside the Cow Palace Wednes­ 
day night for the inevitable. He 
took his defeat graciously, went 
inside to give the delegates a 
unity speech and pledged his 
support of the ticket. 


The convention ends tonight 
with acceptance speeches from 
the presidential and vice presi­ 
dential nominees.

“ D” streets, according to the 
township’s

streets, are required to have six 
inches of No. 3 stone as a base. 
Seader said there are about five 


paved in the Croydon and West 
Bristol areas by the Tripp firm. 


Seader’s report said the spe­ 
cifications call for the streets 
to be scarified (method of cut­ 
ting or scratching) and re-roll­ 
ed. Then crushed stone is add­ 
ed to the scarified paving and 
this is re-rolled to form a six- 
inch base after proper com pac­ 
tion.

ed. Seader stated. Finally it’s 
sprinkled with w ater and re­ 
rolled.

NKW YORK (UPI) — More 
than 150 policemen battled hun­ 
dreds of .summer school stu­ 
dents today in a riot touched 
off in the heart of Manhattan’s 
most exclusive residential area 
by the fatal shooting of a knife- 
wielding Negro teen-ager. 


The 
youth, 
school 
student 
Jam es Powell, 15, was killed by 
two shots from the service re­ 
volver of 
off-duty 
police Lt. 
Thomas Gilligan, a white offi­ 
cer who interceded when Pow­ 
ell and two other Negroes w*mt 
after 
an 
apartm ent 
superin­ 
tendent opposite the school. 


The 
sound 
of 
the 
shots 
echoed through the open win­ 
dows 
of 
the 
Robert 
Wagner 
Junior High School and brought 
almost the entire student body, 
both Negro and white, into East 
76th Street, 
just 
three 
blocks 
from 
the Hotel Carlyle, 
New 
York home of the late Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy 
and 
favorite 
stopping 
place 
of 
President 
Johnson. 


Police reinforcements w e a r- 
ing riot helmets and carrying 
nightsticks were rushed to the 
quiet 
neighborhood 
of expen­ 
sive apartment buildings' mixed 
with older buildings and small 
shops. 
The 
jeering 
students 
pelted them with soft drink Dot­ 
tles, 
rocks, 
beer 
cans 
a n d 
schoolbooks but only one po­ 
liceman was1 injured. He was 
taken to Lenox Hill Hospital. 
During the height of the m e­ 
lee one Negro girl, crying hys­ 


terically, screamed, “ Como on. 
Shoot another Nigger.” 
The street between Third and 
Second Avenues had to be bar­ 
ricaded and closed to traffic 
It took the riot squad 90 min­ 
utes to drive the students back 
into 
the 
school 
or 
disperse 
them into the avenues* where 
more than 1,000 spectators had 
gathered. 
Police said that the trouble 
began when an apartment su­ 
perintendent 
splashed 
Powell 
and his friends while hosing off 
a sidewalk—a New York m orn­ 
ing ritual. The youths chas-ed 
the 
man 
into 
his 
basement 
apartm ent and were pounding 
on the door with the lid of a 
garbage 
can 
when 
Gilligan, 
who had taken 
his 
television 
set to a repair shop next door, 
stepped in. 
According to Gilligan, Powell 
drew a knife and advanced on 
him. 
The o f f i c e r said 
he 
warned the youth that he was 
a policeman, 
even 
though 
he 
was in civilian clothes, and that 
he was arm ed, but Powell ig­ 
nored him. Gilligan shot t h e 
youth down 
in the apartment 
hallway.
